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POlHERENEONPREPAREDNTsS. 


The following statement by Senator Pomereue setting forth his 


position on national preparedness was made Saturday in response 
to a query from one of the metropolitan dailies. Because of the 
prominent part taken in legislative matters of first importance on 
the floor of"the Senate by Ohio's senior Senator his views are of 
special interest to our readers: 


•:A proper sense of national prudence now requires the 
im- 


proving of our national defense. 
I am opposed to a large standing 


army. 1 do not believe in the militaristic policy of Europe. 
But 


when half the world is war mad!—and when nations seem to be 
seeking an excuse to get into wai rather than to keep out of it—we 
ought not to be unmindful of the fact that under present condi- 
tions we are having serious international differences, that 
these 


will probably continue so long as the present war lasts, and possi- 
bly lor years to come. 


"Before the present war broke out we had every reason to be- 


lieve that the cause of world peace, was advancing, and there was 
not then the same necessity for increasing armies and navies which 
exists now. 


"Our efforts to settle international differences by the arts ot 


diplomacy 
and by 
arbitration must continue unceasingly. "We 


cannot, however, be blind to the fact that the solemn obligations 
of treaties of neutrality have been mercilessly violated under 
the 


plea of so-called military necessity, innocent lives have been lost, 
and commerce interfered with on the high seas in 
violation 
of 


every principle of international law and the rights of humanity. So 
long as nations are in the frame of mind to do these things we 
must meet conditions as they are, and prepare accordingly. The 
American people would not," in my judgment, approve the expendi- 
ture of a single dollar in a war of aggression, but on 
the 
other 


hand they will expect the Congress to heed the lesson of the hour, 
provide reasonable means of security for American life and prop- 
erty both on land and sea, and during the coming session 
of the 


congress I shall act accordingly."

The following statement by Senator Pornerer.e setting forth his 


position on national preparedness was made Saturday in response 
to a query from one of the metropolitan dailies. Because of the 
prominent part taken in legislative matters of first importance on 
the floor of the.Senate by Ohio's senior Senator his views are of 
Epecial interest to our readers:* 


"A proper sense of national prudence now requires the 
im- 


,proviug of our national defense. 
I am opposed to a large standing 


'army, i do not believe in the militaristic policy of Europe. 
But 


iwhen half the world is war mad!—and when nations seem to be 


; seeking an excuse to get into war rather than to keep out of it—we 
iought not to be unmindful of the fact that under present condi- 
UioBS we are having serious international differences,' that 
these, 


[•will probably continue-so long as the present war lasts, and possi- 


• ibly for years to come. 


"Before the present war broke oat we had every reason to be- 


.licve that the cause of world peace was advancing, and there was 
pot then the same necessity for increasing armies and navies which 
ieiists now.

"Our efforts to settle international differences by the arts of 


•diplomacy 
and - by • arbitration must continue unceasingly. We 


.cannot, hoivever, be Wind to the fact.that the solemn obligations 


{of treaties of neutrality have been mercilessly violated under 
the 


iplea of so-called military necessity, innocent lives have been lost, 
;and commerce interfered with on the high seas in 
violation 
oC 


..every principle .'of international law and the rights of humanity. So 
ilong as nations are in the frame of mind to do these things we 
must meet conditions as they are, and prepare accordingly. The 
'.American people would not, in my judgment, approve the expendi- 
ture of a Bingle:dollar in a war of aggression, but on the 
other 


land they will expect the Congress to heed the lesson of the hour, 
provide reasonable means of security for American life and prop- 
erty both on land and sea, and during the coming session 
of the 


congress-! shall act accordingly."
